I. Claims 1-59, drawn to a queuing arrangement at both the input and output 
of the packet switch, classified in class 370, subclass 413. 

II. Claims 60-68, drawn to processing multiple layer protocols including 
adaptive processing information which is complaint with rules as set forth 
in a tiered (layered) structured communication, classified in class 370, 
subclass 469. 

III. Claims 69-75, drawn to input or output circuit, per se, (i.e., line interface) 
having means or techniques for controlling how information is handled at 
an input or output of a switch, classified in class 370, subclass 419. 

IV. Claims 76-79, drawn to queuing arrangement wherein pathfinding through 
a packet switch involves a particular buffer processing arrangement for 
control of communication of packets in a packet network, classified in 
class 370, subclass 412. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II, III and IV are related as combination and subcombination. 

Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
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does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the invention 
I is drawing to a plurality of ingress/egress points, which is coupled to a packet switch, 
having buffer structure including a FIFOs storage structures. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as the invention II is drawing to an optical network module 
comprising a data link/physical layer processing unit; the invention III is drawing to a 
multi-protocol processor comprising a plurality of I/O interfaces to facilitate selective 
optical-electrical trafficking of data transmitted; the invention IV is drawing to a buffering 
structure comprising FIFOs storage structure coupled to a system-side interface at an 
input end and to a network interface at an output end to stage undiverted ones of 
egress packet and to stage diverted ones of egress packets. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
